It was brought out by discussion that these reports are requested 
by the NSC Executive Secretary, the President having directed that the 
departments responsible for national security programs prepare reports 
on the status of those programs semi-annually. The current report is

9. Discussion: The DCI stated that the Council might be inter - 
ested in the pictures of alleged Soviet aircraft currently appearing in 
the press. A paper prepared for the JCS was made available to the 
Director. Mr. Dulles undertook to examtine, with Air Force assistance, 
the source of such photographs, said to have been available to certain 
publishers over the past four years.
